16 pound sweet milk chocolate 
14 pound ‘unsweetened chocolate 
314 cups whole wheat flakes 
red candy decorations 
Melt chocolate over hot but not boiling water; stir in 
whole wheat flakes, mixing until cereal is well coated. 
Divide mixture into three parts. 

HOLIDAY WREATHS: Place spoonfuls of mixture on waxed 
paper and with two forks form into wreaths. Decorate 
with tiny red candies and bits of green mint gum drops to 
resemble holly. Serve when cool. 

ALMOND DROPS: Drop mixture by spoonfuls onto waxed 
aper. Press whole blanched almond into top of each. 
erve when cool. 

MERRY CRISP-TREES: Press spoonfuls of mixture on waxed 
paper and with two forks form into triangular shapes to 
resemble trees. Press 114 inch pieces of stick candy into 
pie eee of each triangle to form tree trunk. Serve when 
cool. 

Note: Do not place any of these confections in the refrig- 
erator to cool. Cold air puts a “bloom” on chocolate and cooked 
sugars.

MAIL ROOM SERVICE VITAL TO PLANT OPERATION 


Like our daily newspaper, breakfast coffee, or even water 
for drinking and bathing, mail service is so automatic that most 
of us fail to realize the full extent of its importance to us or the 
degree of human and mechanical effort behind it. However, our 
loss would be immediately apparent, should we be deprived of 
these commonplace facilities for modern working conditions. 

The four girls pictured on this and the opposite page are 
the “busy bees’? we see every day, rendering efficient and 
courteous mail service. 

There are four trips a day to the local post office by the 
plant chauffeur, or member of the Guard Force. All outgoing

mail accumulated on the plant between these trips is prepared 
for mailing by the Mail Room personnel, with the exceptions of 
budget mail, which goes only at the end of the day. Incoming 
mail is stamped to record date and time of reccipt, sorted, and 
delivered to the scores of offices on regularly scheduled trips. 


In addition to these trips, the Mail. Room personnel op- 
erates the machines that run off thousands of copies of dittoed 
and mimeographed work each weck. 


“Neither rain nor sleet...” to these girls is an apt motto, 
just as it is to all the United States postal service personnel. 


Another important Mail Room function is 
operation of mimeograph machine. Hazel 
Grogan finishes order for Spinning Area. 
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Hazel has the daily duty of scheduling work: for three 
other girls and performing certain other clerical functions.

We build bridges, repair and 
build roads, air-strips, construct mine fields, etc. This outfit has traveled as 
far north as Ham Hung and to Pusan in the south. The largest achievement 
of the company was a 1,328-foot bridge across the Han River at Chungju. This 
bridge was built in record time because of the coming flood season and during 
this period a pontoon bridge is insecure. I am enclosing several pictures of 
the bridge because the men think this was their best job yet completed in 
Korea. It was opened for traffic on the first day of July and is the only escape 
route for troops in North Central Korea. 

I receive my copy of the BLeNpER regularly and in very good shape. All 
the fellows like it very much and it passes through the hands of almost every- 
one in the company. I think it is the pretty girls that catches the men’s eyes.
